Occasionally, ever since 


the Evangel was launched 


and entered into the battle 
against error, and to estab- 
lish truth, it has been assailed 
by both pen and tongue. But 
in every battle it gains ground, 
and the bravery shown in 
every encounter always gains 
for it stronger friends and 
lovers. 

The controversy with the 
writer in the Florida Baptist 
Witness has never been con- 
cluded. We were com- 
pelled to give our attention 
to the assembly and when 
that was over other duties 
have claimed our time and 
space until we have been 
obliged to withdraw from the 
battle field for a little while. 


We have received chal- 
lenges from several quarters 
by correspondence that we 
have not yet had time to ac- 
cept or scarcely consider. 
Periodicals containing arti- 
cles written by parties 
dressed in “full uniform” have 
been laid on our table. The 
enemy seems bent on crush- 
ing the brave little monitor and 
putting her out of existence, 
but she still rides the waves 
and carries her flag of victo- 
ry floating in the breeze at 
the very top of the staff. 

Weare not afraidto de- 
clare in the tace of every 
foe that all will speak in 
tongues when they are bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost 
and fire. This statement is a 
source of grief, to some who 
oppose this truth, but their 
are thousands of witnesses 
that know emphatically that 
this is the truth. 

Of course we would not 
make such a statement with- 
out the authority ofScripture, 
but when the blessed old 
Bible bears us out in a_ thing 
we become exceedingly bold.

When we have the words 
from the sacred lips of our 
Savior that are written at 
John 15:26, and other places, 
we have no fears of success- 
ful contradiction: “When 
the Comforter is come, whom 
I will send unto you trom the 
Father, even the Spirit of 
truth, he shall testify of me.” 
Again at John 16:13 lesus de- 
clares that the Holy Ghost 
will soeak when He comes: 
“Howbeit when he, the Spir- 
it of truth, is come, he will 
guide you into all truth: for 
he shall not speak of himself; 
but whatsoever he shall hear 
that shall he speak.” And 
the other verse above re- 
ferred to shows that He will 
speak of Jesus when He 
comes, and still in the next 
verse below Jesus declares 
that in this speaking when 
the Holy Ghost comes He 
will glorify Him (Jesus). 

Then when the Holy Ghost 
comes according the words 
of Jesus, in the record of 
which is given in Acts the 
second chapter it is shown 
that they all spoke “with oth- 
er tongues as the Spirit gave 
them utterance.” 
was the Holy Ghost speak- 
ing for He gave them utter- 
ance. No reasonable person 
will attempt to deny this. 
But some claim that this was 
when He wasfirst poured out 
and they admit that He spoke 
when He first came, but they 
say this sign did not contin- 
ue as evidence. But call to 
mind the fact that in the oth- 
er instances where it is 
shown that people received 
the Holy Ghost He spoke 
and testified in the very same 
way. Andit really seems 
strange to me that people are 
so blinded by prejudice or 
otherwise that they can’t 
read the words of Acts 10:46 
and see at once that the oth- 
er tongues is the sign or evi- 
dence that the Holy Ghost 
has come. 


Those six brethren that 
went with Peter to the house 
of Cornelius knew that all 
that were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost would speak in 
other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance, so when 





they heard the tongues 
of those gentiles as they were 


Then that 





under the control of the Holy 
Ghost they were astonished, 
but they knew it was the 
Holy Ghost. They were not 
astonished to hear’ the 
tongues, they. were accus- 
tomed to that, as they had 
no doubt witnessed inany 
receive the Holy Ghost and 
they knew that all would 
speak in other tongues when 
they were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. But the Jews 
were sincere in_ there belief 
that this experience was for 
Jews only, so when the Gen- 
tiles were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost those Jews were 
astonished, and yet they 
could not doubt it ‘For they 
heard them speak _ with 
tongues and magnify God.” 


Then the next verse, Acts 
10:47, shows that Peter was 
also convinced that the Gen- 
tiles had received the Holy 
Ghost, a thing he did not ac- 
knowledge until after they 
had spoken in tongues. He 
had been preaching and tell- 
ing them about this good and 
wonderful way, but when 
they talked in tongues he 
stopped his preaching and 
the next thing was to get 
them baptized with water. 


Now when we read Pe- 
ter’s declaration that the Holy 
Ghost is for you and your 
children and those that are 
afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call we 
do not hesitate tosay that the 
same signor evidence will 
accompany His coming now 
the same as then, and _ that 
those who claim the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost with- 
out the tongues are mistaken. 


The Evangel is on the 
right side of this question, 
and I believe I am_ safe in 


saying that there are living 
today a hundred thousand 
men and women that are 
ready to witness to the truth 
of this teaching not only be- 
cause the Bible teaches it, 
but because they have the 
experince in direct harmony 
with the Scriptures. 


A number of our friends 
who read the Evangel do not 
believe. that it is necessary to 
speak in tongues to prove 
one has the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. Some of them 
do not object to speaking in 
other tongues, but they claim 
they are filled with the Holy
